These figures are to 
include factory office staff, but are $0 0 exclude selling and distribution staff". The 


figures obtained relate to tae numbers on the pay-roll as at the last pay-—day in the month. 


The survey was instituted to vrovide an earlier indication of trend of private 
| factory employment, montr by month, than is available from any other source, and in fact 
* the trends shown in employment in tkhcse larger private factories are broadly consonant 
With those shown in estimates of total aaa factory employment, derived from Pay-—Roll 
fax Returns, for the periods for which comparisons are available. 


Figurss published in Bulletins prior to March, 1953 related to 618 factories 


in New South Wales and 778 in Victoria. the survey has now been extended to other 
States and tne movement of Spice in 1055 factories in Queensland, South Australia 
and Western Australia is aveilable from January, 1953 onwards. Approximately half of 


total private factory employment in each State is covered by the collection. 


Employment in food-vrocessing factories is subject to considerable seasonal 
variation. Tn view of this circumstance, the movements in "all factories excluding 
“food factories" are given cqual prominence in the tables with those in "all factories 
surveyed".
